Project Title: Parcel 61 Bike Trail (Streambed Alteration Agreement EPIMS Notification No. SAC-30538-
R2)

Project Location: The project is located at an unnamed tributary to Alder Creek in the City of Folsom, in
the County of Sacramento, State of California; Latitude 38.642184, Longitude -121.117824
(decimal degrees). The Project is generally located at the intersection of California Highway 50 and East
Bidwell Street.

Project Description: The California Department of Fish and Wildlife (CDFW) has executed Streambed
Alteration Agreement EPIMS Notification No. SAC-30538-R2, pursuant to Section 1602 of the Fish and
Game Code to the project Applicant, the City of Folsom as represented by Steve Krahn.

The project is limited to grading of a cut slope to support construction of a Class 1 bicycle trail within the
existing right-of-way (ROW) of the California Department of Transportation. The project will include
realignment of a 203-foot section of ditch, an unnamed tributary Alder Creek, to just outside the toe of
slope for the bike trail. The work will include vegetation removal, filling, grading, recontouring of the ditch
to replicate preexisting conditions, and restoration/revegetation of the ditch and all temporary disturbance
areas. The graded slope and impacted section of ditch will remain within the U.S. Highway 50 ROW. The
Project will result in the fill of 0.004 acre of seasonal wetland swale and temporary impacts to 203 feet
(0.009 acre) of constructed drainage ditch, which will be realigned and restored.

This is to advise that CDFW, acting as a Responsible Agency, executed the above Streambed Alteration
Agreement on the date signed below and has made the following determinations regarding the project
pursuant to California Code of Regulations section 15096, subdivision (i):
